But House Democrats responded that 
Wilson’s call was insufficient because he 
violated chamber rules forbidding such 
remarks directed at colleagues or the 
president. “This is about the rules of this 
House and reprehensible conduct,” said 
House Majority Whip James E. Clyburn, 
D-S.C., who led the effort to rebuke Wilson.

Mullen says it s time 
for the president to 
send more troops 

WAS H I N G TO N I President Obama’s 
top military adviser endorsed an 
increase in U.S. forces for the wors- 
ening war in Afghanistan on Tues- 
day, setting up a split with leading 
Democrats in Congress and com- 
plicating an already-tough decision 
for the president himself 

Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said the 
war is growing more complicated 
and the enemy gaining in sophisti- 
cation. Winning will require more 
resources from outside Afghani- 
stan, including more troops, Mul- 
len told Congress. 

“A properly resourced coun- 
terinsurgency probably means 
more forces and, without ques- 
tion, more time” and dedication, 
Mullen said. 

Gen. Stanley McChrystal, the 
U.S. commander in charge of 
both American and NATO forces 
in Afghanistan, delivered a grim 
assessment of the war to Washing- 
ton last month and is expected to

TAMPA, FLA. | Lady Di is a lovely 
purebred collie with a pleasant 
disposition, just like lots of other 
dogs dumped at shelters in areas 
that lack enough would-be owners. 
Unlike all but a lucky few of those 
animals, she got a plane ride away 
from death row. 

Along with one of her sick, ema- 
ciated pups. Lady Di recently was 
brought to a shelter in the central 
Alabama town of Clanton. Shelter 
workers knew the collies stood a 
better chance somewhere else. 


That’s when Lady Di met pri- 
vate pilot Jeff Bennett, a volunteer 
with Pilots N Paws, a group that 


moves pets from overwhelmed 
shelters to communities, often 
ones with higher median income.

where they’ll stand abetter chance 
of adoption. The pilots donate their 
time, planes and fuel. 

This week. Pilots N Paws is 
seeking to transport 5,000 animals 
to safety in a flurry of flights to 
raise awareness of the charity and 
draw attention to the importance 
of spaying and neutering. 

Bennett, 50, is a retired Flori- 
da Keys businessman with a soft 
spot for homeless dogs. So, he flew 


to Montgomery, Ala., recently to 
bring the collies and a dozen other 
dogs and puppies back to Florida, 
where rescue groups stood ready 
to take them in until homes could 
be found. 

The “mission,” as Bennett calls 
his rescue flights, brought the 
number of animals he’s trans- 
ported for Pilots N Paws to 124 — 
including snakes, lizards, a chick- 
en and a potbellied pig — since he 
signed on with the charity about 
a year ago. 

“It’s a great feeling to know 
that you’re saving some animals 
and, hopefully, finding some good 
homes for them,” says Bennett, not- 
ing the millions of dogs and cats 
euthanized in U.S. shelters each 
year. “What I’m doing is pretty 
small, but you can only do what

Chairman Ben Bernanke said 
Tuesday the worst recession 
since the 1930s is probably over,

HHS secretary says 
vaccine will be made 
available to everyone 

WASHINGTON I The Food and Drug 
Administration approved the new 
swine flu vaccine Tuesday, a long- 
anticipated step as the U.S. gov- 
ernment works to get vaccinations 
under way next month. 

Health and Human Servic- 
es Secretary Kathleen Sebelius 
announced the vaccine’s approval 
to Congress — and said she hopes 
to get the first limited supplies dis- 
tributed early in October, 

The bulk of the vaccine will 
start arriving Oct, 15, and Sebe-

lius said it should be available at 
90,000 sites across the U,S, 

“We will have enough vaccine 
available for everyone” eventual- 


ly, Sebelius said — everyone who 
wants it, that is. 

The government has ordered 
195 million doses for now but may 
order more if needed, she said. 
Typically, 100 million Americans 
seek flu vaccine every year. 

But the vaccine, which pro- 
tects against what doctors prefer 
to call the 2009 HlNl flu strain, 
will not arrive all at once. About 
45 million doses are expected 
by mid- October, That is why the 
government wants the people 
most likely to catch swine flu, 
and to suffer complications from 
it, to be first in line — including 
children and pregnant women,

Investigators say both 
Israelis, Palestinians 
committed atrocities 

UNITED NATIONS I A U.N. inves- 
tigation concluded Tuesday that 
both sides in the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian conflict in Gaza committed 
war crimes and possible crimes 
against humanity, raising the 
prospect that officials may seek 
prosecution in the International 
Criminal Court. 

The probe, led by former South 
African judge Richard Goldstone, 
concluded that “Israel committed 
actions amounting to war crimes, 
possibly crimes against humanity,” 
during its Dec. 27-Jan. 18 military 
operations against Palestinian 
rocket squads in the Gaza Strip. 

In a 575-page report, Goldstone 
and three other investigators also 
found evidence “that Palestinian 


armed groups committed war 
crimes, as well as possibly crimes 
against humanity.” 

Goldstone said the probe.

Shells Mar 
Iraq Visit 
By Biden 

Mortars are fired 
at Green Zone while 
VP is in the country 

BAGHDAD I Insurgents fired four 
mortar shells at Baghdad’s heav- 
ily fortified Green Zone on Tues- 
day, killing two civilians, on the 
same day Vice President Joe 
Biden arrived in the Iraqi capi- 
tal on an unannounced visit to 
help resolve political differences 
among Iraqis. 

The shells were fired after Biden 
arrived in Iraq on his third trip to 
the country this year. It was not 
clear where he was at the time. 

The faint pops of the mortars 
being fired were audible on the 
opposite side of the Tigris River 
from the Green Zone, and at least 
one of the shells was heard explod- 
ing on impact. 

One round that fell short hit 
residential apartments on the 
Tigris River, killing two people and 
wounding five others, including a 
12-year-old, a police official said. 

Biden said he has been in regu- 
lar contact with Iraq’s leaders. 

“The whole purpose is to see 
how we can be helpful, if we can, 
in helping them resolve the out- 
standing political issues they have 
to resolve internally, so that when 
the [security agreement] is fully 
implemented, we leave a stable

Iraqi Shoe-Tosser 
Remains Defiant 


Reporter eondemns 
U.S., claims he was 
tortured in prison 

BAGHDADI The Iraqi reporter who 
threw his shoes at then-President 
George W. Bush in protest was 
freed from prison on Tuesday 
and, unrepentant, he harshly con- 
demned the U.S. presence in his 
country and accused authorities 
of torturing him. 

Muntadhar al-Zeidi’s stunning 
act of protest in December made 
him a hero for many in and out- 
side Iraq. It struck a chord with 
millions in the Arab and Muslim 
worlds who have been captivated 
and angered by daily images of 
destruction and grieving since the 
2003 U.S.-led invasion of Iraq. 

But nine months later, there 


was little public outpouring of sup- 
port for him, a sign of how things 
have changed. 

Since the incident, U.S. forces 
have pulled back from Iraq’s cit- 
ies, significantly lowering the pro- 
file of the U.S. military ahead of 
a planned full withdrawal from 
the country. 

Talking to reporters after his 
release, al-Zeidi said senior gov- 
ernment officials and Iraq’s army 
tortured him with beatings, whip- 
pings and electric shocks immedi- 
ately after his detention. At least 
two of al-Zeidi’s teeth appeared to 
be missing when he spoke at the 
TV station, but it was not imme- 
diately clear whether he lost them 
due to beatings. 

Al-Zeidi also said he feared for 
his life and claimed that U.S. agents

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D.C. Ends Car Inspections 


City to save $400K; 
vehicles still must 
pass emissions tests 

The District is ending its safety 
inspection program for most pri- 
vate cars Oct 1., leading some peo- 
ple to worry that area roads will 
soon be flooded with unsafe cars 
that could cause more accidents. 

Emissions inspections will still 
be required every two years for 
all cars and trucks, as required 
by federal regulations, but motor 


vehicles that are not used for com- 
mercial purposes will no longer 
have to prove that they are road- 
worthy. 

The Fenty administration and 
the D.C. Department of Motor Vehi- 
cles persuaded the D.C. Council to 
approve the change this year as a 
way to save $400,000. In addition 
to helping to balance the budget, 
officials said, the change will relieve 
motorists of some of the hassle of 
owning a car in the District. 

But safety advocates and the 
city mechanics who do inspec- 


tions question the wisdom of the 
new policy in a community where 
they say thousands of residents 
fail to properly maintain their 
automobiles. 

“You have an entire generation 
that is woefully unaware of when a 
car has real problems,” said John B. 
Townsend II of AAA Mid-Atlantic, 
who said 35 percent of inspected 
vehicles failed inspection last year 
in D.C. “It’s not only about unsafe 
roads in the District, but Mary- 
land and Virginia as well.” tim craig

Whatever the role, Swayze 
brought to it the body and grace

needed to find herself. There was 
a modesty Swayze brought to the 
character, as if he understood that 
he was just a part-time player in 
Baby’s drama. 

It was that decency and dignity, 
along with that defiance, that he 
would bring to his final challenge as 
he fought the pancreatic cancer that 
would fell him at 57, too soon. 

The truth is, Swayze just never 
fit the Hollywood hunk mold. There 
were no strange eccentricities, no 
sex tapes to be leaked. He was, by 
all accounts, a professional on set, 
a worthy colleague for any actor 
who played opposite him; kind to 
the crew; generous to a fault; sen- 
timental and not ashamed. 

Maybe that’s in part because 
Swayze was really never raised for 
this world. A Houston native who 
grew up dancing and riding hors- 
es, he married the love of his life, 
Lisa Niemi, when they were still 
young. They stayed together more 
than 34 years, until the end. 

His cancer was diagnosed in 
early 2008, but, not content to go 
gently into that good night, Swayze 
defied all — including death — and 
took on the lead in an A&E drama 
series, “The Beast.” 

Years from now, most of us won’t 
remember “The Beast,” and visions 
of a young Swayze will more like- 
ly spin through our memory. The 
quiet warrior, who always accorded 
respect to his adversary. 

And so it was in the end. Can- 
cer may have taken him, but it
